Feirnp Gasex:—Since my last, the Con- 
vention has been engaged mainly in the dis- 
cussion of the Representative question.— 
About twenty different plans have been sub- 
mitted to the Convention, and about one hun- 
dred and fifty speeches delivered on it. One | 
would think that after such a number of 
speeches, many of which were delivered by 
men accustomed to go to the bottom of all 
questions which they discuss, nothing new in 
History, Philosophy, or Law, could be addu- 
ced on the subject; yet Hon. Charles Sum- 
ner, in his speech, to-day, brought out sever- 
al new and striking historical facts. 

The Convention determined, on Friday, 
that it was inexpedient to provide in the Con- 
stitution that legislative acts should be refer- 
red to the people for their decision; also, 
relative to securing to manied women, their 
property, acquired by devise, inheritance or 
otherwise ; relative to remunerating persons 
for loss of time and expense incurred in false 
arrest.

The Constitutional Convention. 

The Whigs have at last opened the war 
upon the work of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. They opposed the calling of the con- 
vention—they denied its necessity—they dep- 
recated the expense of it, and now after 
mature deliberation in secret conclave, in 
Boston, the Whig editors and leaders through- 
out the State, have determined to do their 
utmost to cause the proposed amendments to 
be rejected.

Wifat evidence have we that asmall House 
dispatches business more rapidly than a large 
one. The Conyention which just closed its 
session was a large body, yet the business 
transacted was very great, notwithstanding 
the epidemic of speech-making, which at- 


| tacked the members of the Conyention, The 


work done was immense. 

Massachusetts has the largest legislative 
body in proportion to its population of all the 
States; and I venture to Say that there are 
fewer cases of corruption in its legislative 
history, than of any State of the Union. 

With respect to the inequality of the basis 
of representation, as the Whigs allege, the 
amended Constitution will enable one third 
of the inhabitants to elect one half of the rep- 
resentatives. This is anti-democratic, anti- 
republican, and all that. If the whole num- 
ber of the House of Representatives should 
consist of three hundred and ninety-nine mem- 
bers, two hundred representatives elected by 
one third of the inhabitants of the Common- 
wealth would constitute a majority, and thus 
control the legislation of the State. Thus 
one third would control the two thirds, and 
impose laws upon them.

Even ‘I spy,’ ‘ prisoner’s base,’ and ‘ hide and | 
seek,’ arefust falling into desuetude. Whis- | 
tling, the child’s earliest attempt at musical | 


expression, we seldom hear now, either in city | 


or county. 
and these shouts of merry laughter, wnict 
were wont to conjure up delicious reveries in 
aged bosoms, we have now an unchildlike 
thoughtfulness, or what is still worse, a chat- 
tering pertinacity. [tis sorrowful to think 
that the eccelerated progression of everything 
around ts should haye attached itself even to 
little children. The distance from Jong to 
short clothes, from jacket and pantalouns to | 
coat and vest, has been so narrowed down! 
that whe you still have a distinct remem- 
brance of the teething coral with its silver 
bells, the child, for whose use they have been 
purchased, nudges your arm and quietly sug- 
gests the propriety of his wearing, in future a 
long skirted coat with velvet collar. 

Boys have all the appearance of immature 
men, and are fond of imitating and even ex- 
aggerating man’s worst vice. They stand at 
the coraers, or parade the public avenues, i 
gangs, with their hats cocked Seanad on 
one side, making bold and imprudent remarks 
upon passers-by, and not unfrequently puffing 
whifis of vile tobacco smoke into their faces. 
Boys scarcely higher than the back of an or- 
dinary chair, make it their great ambition to 
chew and drink and swear, to a degree that 
their constitution is perfectly shattered before 
they reach the age of matarity; while their 
swaggering and bravado, their bullying and 
fighting is far more likely to lead them even- 
tually to the house of refuge, than the house 
of prafer. 

Any one who has lived long in a large city 
must have seen this ‘forcing process’ going 
on, and many have, doubtless, wished to see 
the application of a remedy. That boys and 
girls of all social grades become immaturely 
mature, is beyond all question, but we fear the 
evil lies in the nature of our institutions, and
